Balboa, Panama Canal Zone, Feb. 17 (AP)—United States 


bombers were beb'eved today to have inflicted swift and 
deadly vengeance upon some of the German submarines re- 
ported to have sunk or'torpedo-damaged seven tankers and 
left 59 sailors dead or missing in barracuda-infested and 
flaming- waters along the Venezuelan coast. 


Lieut-Gen.-Prank Andrews, chief ojLthe United States 


Caribbean defense command, came under fire during the sur- 
prise shelling early yesterday of the huge Standard Oil com- 
pany refinery in Aruba, Netherlands West Indies, by a sub- 
marine which surfaced less than a mile off the port. 


Subs Pay For Raids 


The commander reported on his arrival last night from 


Aruba that American planes took to the air from both Aruba 
and Curacao as soon as the attacks began and oil found 
on the waters later indicated that some submarines had paid 
for the raids. 


It was officially reported no damage was done to the 


refinery but a member of the party with Lieut. Gen. Andrews 
brought terrible tales of shooting flames reaching moun- 
tainous proportions in Aruba harbor; of despairing cries from 
men doomed to die there, and of tracer shells screaming over- 
head as they watched the raid. 


The reports that seven ships had suffered from the sub- 


marines were made in Maracaibo, Venezuela, by executives of 
the Largo Petroleum company and survivors of the ships. 


Raiders Score Heavily

4. San Nicholas, 2;391 tons, also Lago Shipping 


compa&y, sailing: under British flag, torpedoed twice 
ahd eiifine room blown up, 25 miles south Punta 
Macolla, Venezuela. 


5. Tia Juana, 2,395 tons, Lago Shipping company, 


under British flagr, torpedoed three times forward 
and set on fire immediately, attacked between Aruba 
and Venezuela. 


6. Rafaela, 3,177-ton Shell company tanker, un- 


der Dutch flag, torpedoed off Aruba. 


7. The Texaco tanker Arkansas, sailing without 


load, hit but not sunk. 


Refineries Are Shelled 


The oil company executives said that refineries in both 


Aruba and Curacao were shelled by submarines but no dam- 
age or deaths ashore resulted. 


Twenty-Awo survivors of the Tia Juana and the San 


Nicolas, picked up after ten hours of the water, were taken 
to a hospital, suffering mainly from shock. Each ship had a 
crew of 26 men.

ROTE SPEAKER 


LAUDS CHINESE 


A talk on the history of China 


and the part that country S~playing 
in the present war was delivered by 
Dr. R. S. Saby, of the Gettysburg 
college faculty, before the local 
Rotary club, Monday evening in the 
YWCA building. 


The program was arranged at the 


request of Tom J. Davis, president 
of the Kotary International. Presi- 
dent Davis, in his communication to 
the Gettysburg club, emphasized the 
solidarity of the American and 
Chinese peoples in their resistance 
to the aggression by a common 
enemy. 


In tracing the history of China 


since 1800. Rotarian Saby mentioned 
the opium war of 1842: the Boxer 
uprising: the "Open Door" policy 
that was Inaugurated by the United 
States; the first World War: the 
Washington conference In the early 
twenties, and the war with Japan. 


The speaker pointed out that "the 


Chinese are now a united people: 
they are brave: they are following 
their leaders, and they are friends 
of the United States." 


Doctor Saby noted briefly the im- 


portance of the Burma road in the 
life of China. This road is being 
threatened now by the Japanese 
invasion.

Japs Are Pushing Nearer To 
Burma Road; Bombing Java 


Batavia, N. E. I., Feb. 17 (AP)— 


Japanese planes, possibly in a pre- 
liminary to the expected direct as- 
sault on Java, heart of the Dutch 
East Indies, today bombed and ma- 
chinegunned several of the small 
islands in the narrow Sunda Strait 
which separates Java from Sumatra. 


The Dutch communique, issued 


through the Aneta said several per- 
sons were killed and others wounded, 
though little material damage was 
done, 


Bomb Transport 


Dutch bombers were credited with 


a direct hit on a Japanese transport 
and a probable hit on a second in an 
attack presumably staged off the 
Sumatra coast. 


In a raid on a Japanese-held air- 


field at Palembang. South Sumatra 
oil center which the Dutch destroyed 
before the 
Japanese 
occupation. 


Dutch bombers also shot down two 
Japanese fighter planes, the com- 
munique said. 


Meanwhile, authorities said Axis 


rumors during the week-end of a 
Japanese landing on Java were com- 
pletely untrue. They said no such 
operation had been attempted. 


The hour of decision for the 


Netherlands East Indies was fast ap- 
proaching with the Japanese evi- 
dently preparing for the climax 
thrust against the citadel island of 
Java without even waiting to com- 
plete their investment of Sumatra.

'"Even if we in the Netherlands In-

BIG GUNS ARE 
HAMMERING AT 
BATAAN FORCES 


Washingtx-n, Feb. 17 (AP)—In- 


creasing enemy air activity over 
General Douglas MacArthur's lines 
in Bataan and heavy artillery bom- 
bardments were reported today by 
the War rlepartment in a com- 
munique which said that 23 women 
and children were killed and 22 
others wounded in a bombing attack 
on Cabcaben on the southeast tip 
of Bataan peninsula. 


The text of the communique,

ports received here up to 9:30 a. ITL, 
EWT: 


"L Philippine theater: 
"Heavy enemy artillery fire 


from the Cavite shore bombard- 
ed our harbor fortifications with 
increasing: intensity daring most 
of the day. Damage to our in- 
stallations and casualties were 
not great. 


"In Bataan the enemy is 


bringing up artillery reinforce- 
ments and there is increased 
artfllery-fire all along the front. 
Enemy air activity is increasing-. 


Village L> Bombed 


"For 
several days enemy air- 


planes have been dropping poor- 
ly printed leaflets on refugee 
camps behind our lines. These 
pamphlets, in English, Spanish, 
and Tagalog, professed great 
friendship for the Filipinos and 
exhorted them to cooperate with 
the invaders and join the great- 
er Asia co-prosperity sphere. 


"Yesterday bombs were sub- 


stituted lor pamphlets. These 
potent messages of death fell on 
the refugee camp at the defense- 
less village of Cabcaben. Eight- 
een women and nine children 
were wounded.

Balboa, Panama Canal Zone, Feb. 17 (AP)—United States 
bombers were believed today to have inflicted swift and 
deadly vengeance upon some of the German submarines re­ 
ported to have sunk or torpedo-damaged seven tankers and 
left 59 sailors dead or missing in barracuda-infested and 
flaming waters along the Venezuelan coast. 
Lieut.-Gen. Frank Andrews, chief of the United States 
Caribbean defense command, came under fire during the sur­ 
prise shelling early yesterday of the huge Standard Oil com­ 
pany refinery in Aruba, Netherlands West Indies, by a sub­ 
marine which surfaced less than a mile off the port. 
Subs Pay For Raids 
The commander reported on his arrival last night from 
Aruba that American planes took to the air from both Aruba 
and Curacao as soon as the attacks began and oil found 
on the waters later indicated that some submarines had paid 
for the raids.

1. Monagas, 2,675-ton tanker owned bv the Mene 
Grande Oil company, V enezuela, torpedoed and last 
seen on fire 25 miles northwest of Las Piedras, 
Aruba island. Five men missing from a crew of 31. 
2. Oranjestad, 2,396-ton Largo Shipping com­ 
pany tanker sailing under British flag, torpedoed 
off Aruba. 
3. Pedernales, 3,945 tons, also Lago Shipping 
company, torpedoed off Aruba. 
I. San Nicholas, 2,391 tons, also Lago Shipping 
company, sailing under British flag, torpedoed twice 
and engine room blown up, 25 miles south Punta 
Macolla, Venezuela. 
5. Tia Juana. 2,395 tons, Lago Shipping company, 
under British flag, torpedoed three times forward 
and set on fire immediately, attacked between Aruba 
and Venezuela.

Refineries Are Shelled 
The oil company executives said that refineries in both 
Aruba and Curacao were shelled by submarines but no dam­ 
age or deaths ashore resulted. 
Twenty^wo survivors of the Tia Juana and the San 
Nicolas, picked up after ten hours of the water, were taken 
to a hospital, suffering mainly from shock. Each ship had a 
crew’ of 26 men.

$33,0<X>!ooO,000 appropriation bill- 
unequalled in history— went to Con- 
gress today for arms, war supplies 
and the construction of merchant 
ships at the rate of two a day. 


The bill would bring the total, of 


war 
appropriations 
voted since 


Pearl Harbor to $606 for every man, 
woman and child in the United 
States. It would provide arms for 
an army of 3,600,000, including an 
air force of 1,000,000, by the end 
of this year. 


"There will be a strain on man- 


power," said Undersecretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson. IDs testimony 
before the House 
Appropriations

Production Chief Donald Ndson and 
Major General R. C. Moore, Army 
deputy chief of staff, accompanied 
the bill. 


The measure would boost' the total

be discouraged wherever there is 
an untapped female labor supply 
Mrs. Mary M. Morrow, chief of the 
hours and minimum wages bureau, 
said today. 


"It hardly seems right to ask for 


longer hours when there is a reser- 
voir of labor available," she de- 
clared. "Nearly all defense areas in 
the state have a pool of married 
women who want work. Until that 
supply is drained, requests for a 48- 
hour week will be discouraged."' 


44-Hour Week 


Currently the work week for 


women is limited to 44 hours but the 
state industrial board has the au- 
thority to grant industries an ex- 
tension to 48 hours and the right 
to work women employes after mid- 
night. 


Mrs. Morrow pointed out that ex- 


ceptions include plants where in- 
ability to get machinery necessitates 
longer hours and plants where con- 
tinuous production processes made 
shorter Tiours unecono'mical. 


"The growing number of married 


women working In private industry 
has been increased By plants which 
have relaxed restrictions against 
hiring married women: Also wages 
paid women are creeping up on pay 
given men who held the same jobs 
before the women came In." 


The wages and hours official said 


that in most defense plants, the 
policy was to consider "the job the 
thing—not the worker's sex or mari-

DEPRECIATION ALLOWANCES 
The amount to be recovered by de- 


preciation is the cost of the prop- 
erty, if acquired by "purchase after 
February 28, 1913. If acquired by 
purchase prior to March 1, 1913, the 
basis is tfie cost of the property, 
less depreciation sustained prior to 
March 1, 1913, or the fair market 
value on'March 1, 1913, whichever 
is greater. 


The proper allowance for depre- 


ciation is that amount which should 
be set aside for the taxable year in 
accordance with a reasonably' con- 
sistent plan rnol necessarily a uni- 
form rate) whereby the aggltegate 
amount so set aside, plus the salvage 
value, will at ttie end of the useful 
life of the property equal the cost 
or olner basis of "Ehe proptaty. 


The depreciation rate of a build- 


tag is not based upon the number 
of years it will stand before being 
condemned and razed but on the 
number of years It will remain habi- 
table or serviceable, for the pur- 
pose for which constructed. 


If the taxpayer buflds a new 


building, the period over which de- 
preciation may be claimed begins at 
the time the buiding Is completed 
and capable of being, used. Build- 
ings under constructtoon arc not 
subject to a depreciation allowance.

Sugar is the battle-cry of 


housewives these days. But they 
afe not shouting "We want 
sugar!" . . . rather they are 
silently, patiently and patrioti- 
cally buying Iheir meagre 
quotas, portioning'it out in small 
quantities and making the best 
of "Ehis war-ttme restriction. 


Some housewives are substi- 


tuting brown sugar for the cus- 
tomary white sugar in pastries, 
coffee and other usages.

ingredient 4n the manufacture 
of smokeless powder, were called 
for by the Army, Ifevy and by 
the military forces of allied na- 
tions. To make the mifflons upon 
millions of gallons of such al- 
cohol ordered, large quantities 
of sugar cane had to be ear- 
marked for industrial tlisttHers' 
use. Federal officials estimate 
that 2,700 pounds of sugar are 
needed to provide the industrial 
alcohol necessary to make the 
smokeless powder charge used to 
fire one sixteen-inch shell. 


"Just how much sugar need 


be sacrificed to alcohol produc- 
tion has created a lively con- 
troversy. Spokesmen for farm 
groups and others have con- 
tended that the surplus corn 
bought by the government over 
recent years and now jamming 
warehouses, could be utilized tor 
the purpose.

RESERVOIR OF 
LABOR AMPLE 
WITHIN STATE 


Harrisburg. Feb. 17 (AP) — Re­ 
quests of defense industries for a 
longer work week for women will 
be discouraged wherever there is 
an untapped female labor supply 
Mrs. Mary M. Morrow, chief of the 
hours and minimum wages bureau, 
said today. 
"It hardly seems right to ask for 
longer hours when there Is a reser­ 
voir of labor available.” she de­ 
clared. “Nearly all defense areas in 
the state have a pool of married 
women who want work. Until that 
supply is drained, requests for a 48- 
hour week will be discouraged.” 
44-Hour Week 
Currently 
the 
work 
week 
for 
women is limited to 44 hours but the 
state industrial board has the au­ 
thority to grant industries an ex­ 
tension to 48 hours and the right 
to work women employes after mid­ 
night. 
Mrs. Morrow pointed out that ex­ 
ceptions include plants where in­ 
ability to get machinery necessitates 
longer hours and plants where con­ 
tinuous production processes made 
shorter hours uneconomical. 
"Tile growing number of married 
women working in private industry 
has been increased by plants which 
have 
relaxed 
restrictions against 
hiring married women. Also wages 
paid women are creeping up on pay 
given men who held the same Jobs 
before the women came in.” 
H ie wages and hours official said 
that in most defense plants, the 
policy was to consider "the job the 
thing—not the worker’s sex or m ari­ 
tal status.” 
Future Relief 
Mrs. Morrow declared that while 
the scarcity of certain skilled work 
ere still was a prime problem, the 
increasing number of women en­ 
rolled in the state’s training pro­ 
gram promised future relief. 
A really amazing number of m ar­ 
ried women are enrolled in present 
courses." she asserted. 
"Most of 
them have no objections to working 
in hazardous industries. Tile many 
letters T have received from m ar­ 
ried women, who ask for any kind 
of defense work. show that the wom­ 
en of Pennsylvania are making a 
true patriotic contribution to our 
war effort."

W ar-T im e Issues Involved 
In M a n y Special Sessions 


Harrisburg, Feb. 17 (AP)—Raising 
money usually is the principal cause 
for special legislative sessions but 
theres plenty of precedent for war­ 
time gatherings such as that called 
for today to consider defense sub­ 
jects.

Thomas Mifflin, chief executive 
during the Revolutionary war, sum­ 
moned four special sessions, all hav­ 
ing to do with defense or problems 
of the Infant government, not the 
least of which w'as the whisky re­ 
bellion in 1794.

laws "to enable 
surer compliance with requisition of 
United States for 10.000 militia from 
Pennsylvania and to effect regula­ 
tions reforming the military sys­ 
tem."

er military power of the common­ 
wealth immediately available for 
state and national defense.”

DEPRECIATION ALLOWANCES 
The amount to be recovered by de­ 
preciation is the cost of the prop­ 
erty. if acquired by purchase after 
February 28, 1913. 
If acquired by 
purchase prior to March I, 1913. the 
basis is tile cost of the property, 
less depreciation sustained prior to 
March I, 1913, or the fair market 
value on March I, 1913, wliichever 
is greater, 
The proper allowance for depre­ 
ciation is that amount which should 
be set aside for the taxable year in 
accordance with a reasonably con­ 
sistent plan (not necessarily a uni­ 
form rate) whereby tile aggregate 
amount so set aside, plus the salvage 
value, will at the end of tile useful 
life of the property equal the cost 
or other basis of the property. 
Tile depreciation rate of a build­ 
ing is not based upon the number 
of years it will stand before being 
condemned and razed but on Hie 
number of years it will remain habi­ 
table or serviceable, for tile pur­ 
pose for which constructed.

REDS REPORT 
BIG SLAUGHTER 


OF NAZI ARMY 


Moscow, Feb. 17 (AP)—The Soviet 


information bureau said today 3,650 
Germans had been killed in four 
recent engagements on the winter 
front, 2,500 of them in a one-day 
battle which resulted in the de- 
struction or a number of Nazi dug- 
outs in the Leningrad region. 


The Red army forces captured 


two mortars. 12 machine guns, 620 
mines and a large number of auto-v 
matic rifles and hand grenades in 
the Leningrad zone fighting, a com- 
munique reported. 


The Germans were said to have 


lost 650 men killed and more than 
300 wounded in one zone of the 
western front. 200 dead in another 
sector, and 300 in a southern front 
sector under Russian attacks in- 
tended both to shatter winter inva- 
sion lines and upset plans of Adolf 
Hitler for a recouping spring offen- 
sive. 


(A London report indicated that 


the southern jaw of the Red army's 
central front pincers—almost match- 
ing gains in the north—had thrust 
past the German base at Smolensk 
\nth an advance of 80 miles or mere 
from the Kirov zone, which lies 150 
miles southwest of Moscow. 


("Russian troops have occupied 


several more village son the Donets 
front," the radio said. 
"Heavy 


losses have been inflicted on the 
enemy, who is in retreat with the 
Russians hard on his heels."

came a report that a Soviet cruiser 
aided by an ice-break, had bat-

Salt Lake City, Feb. 17 (AP)— 


A bunch of husky youngsters—many 
of whom never saw snow before last 
month—ore giving Uncle Sam a new 
hard-hitting answer to Axis aggres- 
sion as America's first parachute- 
ski forces. 


Soon these double-purpose sol- 


diers, their commander, Capt. A. F. 
Gorham, said today, will make their 
first parachute jumps into peak- 
encircled Alta basin, almost two 
miles above sea level in the Wasatch 
mountains. 


Since Jan 17 the troopers, already 


expert in parachute jumping, have 
been learning the- elements of winter 
warfare and the tricks of ski navi- 
gation. Their course ends Feb. 28, 
but they have some jumping to do 
first. 


And on their jumps, said Capt. 


Gorham, will rest the answer to 
the question "are parachute troops 
of value in a winter climate or a 
mountainous terrain?" 


When they make their jumps, 


transport planes will have to dodge 
11,000-foot peaks, circle over the 
basin and drop the soldiers' equip- 
ment and weapons with large para- 
chutes. 


Behind these planes will come 


other transports loaded with the 
jumpers, who will maneuver their 
'chutes to land as closely as possible 
to their supplies.
